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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1-2, 4-6, 10-11, 13-19, 26-31, 33-35, 50-52 are allowed. 

2. Claims 3, 7-9, 12, 20-25, 32, 36-49 are canceled. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In interpreting the claims, in light of the specification and the applicant's 
arguments filed on 10/15/07, the Examiner finds the claimed invention to be patentably 
distinct form the prior art of record. 

4. Lu et al. (US 2003/01 10485 A1), teach interactive service device metering 
systems wherein obtaining data source of monitored resources which being linked to 
said communication networks and forming a first group of monitored users as a sample 
group so as to record and measure interactions of users in the sample group (abstract; 
page 3, paragraph 41-43 and page 8, paragraph 87). 

5. Malik et al. (US 6,842,782 B1), teach method and apparatus for tracking 
functional states of a website and reporting results to web developer, wherein 
processing the data source further is in relation to the interactions of the users in the 
sample group (abstract; col 24, lines 48 - col 25, lines 25; col 26, lines 28-34 & lines 63 
- col 27, lines 28). 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The examiner has found that the prior art of record does not appear to teach or 
suggest or render obvious the claimed limitations in combination with the specific added 
limitations as recited in independent claims 1 , 1 7 & 1 8 and subsequent dependent 
claims. The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest individually or in combination

that processing the data source and further data source, wherein the processing of data 
source is in relation to the interactions of the user in the sample group wherein the 
further data source is based on interactions in relation to one or more unmonitored 
resources; and calibrating an error rate and applying the error rate to the further data 
source so as to determined an estimate of equivalent interactions of total users with 
respect to the one or more unmonitored resources; and calculating a weighting factor 
based on a number of users in said sample group and a total number of users expected 
to have access to one or more resources as set forth in independent claims 1, 17 & 18. 
Claims 1-2, 4-6, 10-11, 13-19, 26-31, 33-35, 50-52 are allowed because of the 
combination of other limitations and the limitation listed above. 

The examiner finds the Applicant's argument on pages *page number* of the 
Remarks filed on 5/21/07 to be persuasive. The applicant argued in substance that the 
combination of prior art of records fail to disclose the features of the invention Malik 
failed to disclose calibration of a value based on multiple data sources (see Remark, 
page 14 and see Specification, page 12, lines with reference to figure 4b).
